4, 5:55 a. m.—"We 


were sent against 
Dompierre and 


Becquincourt," said a young colonial 
infantryman who was wounded in 
the battle of the 
Somme. "Things 


did not drag. 
The signal was given 


at 9 o'clock and off we went. 
Two 


hours later we had Domierre 
and 


Becquiricourt and were pushing on 
towards Herbecourt. We had taken 
seven lines o£ trenches. 
It was real 


fine. 
There were few hand-to-hand 


tights. 
We 
marched 
with 
fixed 
bayonets but attacked the trenches 
with bombs. 1 never could have be- 
lieved it would have gone so quick- 
Iv. 1 felt so good 
that 
when my 
wrist was broken near Herbecourt 1 
didn't even feel it." 
Another wounded man of the same 


regiment said: 
"While we were 
marching for- 


ward we saw to the right of us sev- 
eral tent flaps pegged down to 
the 


ground. 
'Hello,' said the man be- 
side me. 'The Germans are drying 
their washing.' 
"We laughed and trudged on, but 


suddenly shots came from behind us; 
the Germans appeared from under- 
neath the flaps and were shooting in- 
to our backs. We fell 
upon them 
pretty quick. 
Twenty were killed 


arid sixty others threw 
up their 


hands." 
For a month past the Germans 
hive been on the alert around the 
Somme and orders had been given 
in a secret 
circular 
to 
construct 


special 
entrenchments. 
Saps 
hail 


everywhere been pushed to within 
25 yards of the French barbed wire 
and numerous passages were cut in 
the German wire 
entanglement to 


enable their patrols to spy out every 
nuspicious movement on the part of 
the French. 
When the French 
attack 
began 


July 1. the Germans were so hard 
pressed that they were 
obliged 
to 


fall back upon Frise. They hoped to 
be able to cling there on account of 
the marshy loop of the Somme, but 
the German regiments holding that 
position were so badly punished by 
the bombardment that the reserves 
were ordered there. This order was 
received at 1 o'clock in the morning. 
According to a prisoner they imme- 
diately assembled and in companies 
marched 
through 
Peronne. 
One 


after another they reached Biaches, 
Plaucourt 
and 
then 
Herbecourt. 


Thence progress was difficult. When 
they entered 
the 
communication 


trenches leading to Frise they came 
under the terrible shell fire which 
caused heavy losses and 
once 
or 


twice a panic started and was with 
great difficulty allayed by the officer. 


Finally towards 7 o'clock the re- 


inforcements which already had suf- 
fered severely, reached the trenches 
and were posted between the second 
and third positions 
behind 
Frise 


where they were subjected to a ter- 
rific 
bombardment. 
The 
men 


crouching in shelters tejn feet below 
ground could hear the explosions of 
the heavy French shells 
knocking 


their defense to powder and now and 
then one shell would tear through 
the roof of their shelter and bury the 
occupants under a mass of earth and 
beams. 
Three hours later the French in- 


fantry made a fresh 
attack 
upon 
Prlese. 
Their advance was so sud- 


dten that the Germans lost their hold 
on their positions. 
The German of- 


ficers ordered two companies of re- 
inforcements to advance along the 
Somme canal where they were cut off 
by the French. Other 
companies 


were sent to Frise and Mereaucourt 
wood to await events but in less than 
two hours the 
French 
occupied 
Frise and the whole German line be- 
gan to fall back closely pressed by 
the victorious French.

Washington, July 4.—"One of the 


greatest problems facing the officers 
of our National Guard

rushed to the Mexican border is how 
to keep their men and horses sup 
plied with water," says today's war 
geography bulletin issued at Wash- 
ington by the National Geographic 
Society. 


"While the water question is a 


serious one throughout a wide none 
on both banks of the 1,100 mile Rio 
Grande boundary, it. :s vastly more 
important along the 700 mile line 
extending 
from 
El Paso 
to 
the 


Pacific. 
Throughout the latter sec- 


tion the average 
rainfall 
does not 


exceed eight inches a year, while in 
some parts of the Yuma desert there 
have been droughts w'hen the aggre- 
gate rainfall for twelve months has 
been less than three-fourths of an 
inch.
